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^PhE  fufferlngs  and  perigrinations  of 
this  Scotfrnati,  v/ho  far  our-u  alked  the 
late  famous  Coryate,  feem,'^  fays 
Mr.  .Granger,  to  raif^  him  alnioft 
to  the  rank  of  a  martyr,  and  a  hero.'' 
His  book  being  very  lc:^rce,  and  iittle 
known^^  Ihort  '^bridghient  nia-^  be 
sicceprable;  in  which  we  (liall,  in  gen- 
eral, omit  his  deicriptions,  and  infert 
only  his  adventure  Afirr  msk'^n-^two 
vavsges  to  the  0--kney  and  Shetland 
lilands,  and  v/aVkin'^r  a!!  over  Germrmr, 
Bohemia,  Switzerland,  and  the  Low 
Gountries,  our  author  vifred  Paris, 
where  he  refid  d  teti  mon  hs. 

Front  thence,  on  M^rch  7'h  1609, 
lie  fet  cut  on  foot  for  ft^  ly,  ^iid  In  forty 
da  vs.  paffiu]^  through  Savoy,  and  over 
the'Alp:3.^arnved  ar  Rome.-  There  pro- 
ba5!y  being  too  free  hdA.  unguard'.  d  ia 
his  ^e^ch'  ?tnd  no'  opferving  t!~e  acivice 
given  to  Milron  bv  Slr  l  ienrv  Wonon^ 
I penfitri  fffi  tti^  td  il.vifo  fciolto  ;  ^fter 
s  {l?jy  of  rwenty-eigh  da^  s.  he  could 
not  have  efcaped  the  ^'  biccd'-fucking 
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irqnlfitors/'  moll  of  whom  were  his 
ov-n  Gountryraeo^had  it  not  been  far  the 
afiiil'tnGe  of  Robert  Meggat,  a  Scots- 
niian  alfo.  then  refidem  in  Burgodi  Eoma 
with  the  old  Earl  of  Tyrone,  who  con<=. 
cealed  hini  three  days  at  the  top  of  his 
lord's  palace,  and  on  the  fourih,at  mid- 
night,  v;hen  all  th-  ilreets  and  gates 
t^'cre  watched  for  him,  conveyed  him 
avr^ay,  and  kafled  the  wall  with  him. 
He  then,  vifited  N-^.pl^Sj  Virgil's  tonmb, 
&c.  Having  walked  fonr  times  from 
one  end  of  Italy  to  the  other,  viz.  from 
Vailefe,  the  firil  tovvo  in  Piedmont,  to 
fjape  Bhincho  in  Calabrii,  he  aflirnr;^' 
it  to  be  90Q  Italian  miles  in  iength> 
and  in,  breadth  ,240,  froni  the  Adriatic 
coaft  to  ^he  Riviera  of  Genoa',  by  the 
""fca-iide,  Csmpncrna  di  Roma,  and  the 
duchy  of  Spoleto,iie  returned  to  Loretto* 
Here  he  nic  with  a  countryman  Viained 
Mr-  J.'trries  Arthur,  v/hofe  company  was 
nu')!i  sicceptabe  to  him.  One  day,  as 
they  were  viewing  the  ini«ge,  of  the 
Virgin,  a  liifty  yo\ing  woman,  bufy  at 
her  besds,  overpowered  by  the  heat  of 
the  throng,  fainted  away  ;  2it  which  the 
wcn^en  near  her  eKchiiiriied;  that  our 
blvffcfl  Isdy  had  t?ippeared  to  hero''  Im- 
nif  diarelv  jhe  was  carried  out,  and  laid 
on  the  ileps  ihat  ''ead  froni  the  chapeV 
to  the  church  (IocTj  fon^e  htmprcds  mere 


faloUng  her  with  Saint,  falnt,0  eve;*- 
biefTed  faint!''  This  beipg  Friday,  the. 
woman  having  travelled  all  night,  to' 
f^ve  the  expence  of  fifh,  had,  privately, 
eaten  a  bit  of  her  own  cold  ni-jati  and 
drank  half  a  buckale  of  red  wine  in. 
a  tavern.  At  laft  fxid  our  author. 
Brother  Arthur,  Ivwill  go  and  opea. 
that  woman's  bo{qm.'V  He  did  fo,  and 
raifmg  up  her  head,  a  flood  of  vingnrb,;^ 
or  four  wine,  fjrrungdown  the  aiabatter 
ftairs,  mixed  u  ith  lumps  of  nidigefterd 
meat;  at  which  the  people  b-:ingam;^s- 
ed.  from  a  fHint  fwore  fli.-  v/as  a  deV'! ; 
and,  had  notour  trr-vrilcrs  c&rrkd  bef 
in  hafte  from  the  church  to  a  tavern, 
they  would  doul  tlefs  have  floned  her' 
to  dejith.  Embarking  in  a  frigate  at 
Ancona,  Arthur  and  Lithgow  in  three 
days  arrived  ai  Venice,  where  as  {boa 
as  they  landed  in  St.  M^^-vk's  Pi.:ice, 
perceivif^g  grent  crowd  of  peopje,  and. 
in  the  midll  of  them  a  ^arge  fmoke,  in- 
quiring? the  cauf^s  ^hey  were  told,  that 
a  grey-f'  iar  ot  ih  Francifcan  order  was 
kirning  al've  at  Si  Mark's  P  br  f.r 
debauchi:)<^  fifle  n  ob  e  nuns,  ard  ali 
^'it-^  in  a  year,  P  fii  g  forv  ard,  rhey 
came  to  the  pillai,  juu  ha  f  his  b  )dy 
and  his'  right  arm  fell  into  tht  fire. 
This  fn  *r  \^^^^  forty-fix  years  old,  and 
had  b.ea  wonfefTor  ot  ihai  nunnery  of 
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S^nfla  I>ucia  five  years*  MoR  of  tliefe 
nuns  werje  SeisBtors'  daughters.-^"*^ 
Fifteen  (aM  pregnant)  were  fent  home 
to  their  fathers'  paJaccs;  the  lady  prior^ 
el^  and  the  reft  were  banifhed  forever? 
the  nuntsiery  was  rzztd  to  the  ground; 
the  revenues  were  given  to  the  poor, 
snd  the  church  converted  ro  an  hofphal. 
H.:re  our  trsvelJers  fcparated,  Arthur 
rtturBi  g  hoinewjard,  and  Lithgow  pro* 
ceeding  to  Oreece  und  Afia;  but  lirS 
vifi'-ing  Pidua,  Verona,  and  Ferrara* 
AiP  >dua  he  {laid  three  months,  learn* 
ing  Jtalitin  of  cue  of  his  countrymen. 
Dr.  J  >hn  Wedd^r burn,  an  eminent  mt* 
thematician,  who  afterwards  fettled  iti 
Moravia.  At  his  return  to  Venice,  he 
embarked  in  a  carmoefalo  for  Zara  Nova 
in  DAliTiatia;  but  meeting  with  a  vio- 
lent llofcn,  they  ^ere  driven  for  iheltcr 
into  the  port  of  Parenao^  in  lilria. 
Thence  failing  by  the  ifles  Bfiani>  the 
ruins  of  Pola,  the  ifles  Sangego,  Ofero, 
&c.  on  the  8'h.  day  they  arrived  at 
Z  .ra,  where  our  traveller  got  a  pafTage 
into  a  Grtitk  carmoefalo  for  Lefma,  the 
iargcrt  illind  in  the  Adriatic.  He  after- 
wards failed  fuccelfively  to  Ragufa,and 
the  ifl  md  of  Ciorfu.  Near  the  ifland  of 
Sc.  M  iure  the  vcffel  was  atta£ted  hf 
a  Turkiru  galley  of  Biferta,  from  whicb^ 
xOftor  a  long  and  doubtful  fi^t,  they 


efcsped  by  favour  of  a  fiorms  and  toefc 
fhelter  in  Cephalonia,{fortrerIy  Ithaca)^ 
liaving  (even  of  the  crev/^kilied,  and 
eleven  wounded;  among  the  latter  our 
traveller,  in  hio  right  arm.  Over  this 
id  ud  he  travelled,  and  on  the  fecond 
day  hired  a  little  boat  to  carry  him  to 
Zant,  (anciently  Z:u?ynthus),  twenty- 
five  miles  diiUnt,  wliere  a  Greek  lur- 
geon  cured  his  wound.  He  4here  en)- 
barked  in  a  frigate  fcr  Fetertffo,  'or 
Pstras  j^the  capital  of  the  Morea,  where 
qisitting  the  lea,  h^;  joined  a  caravan 
of  Greeks  bound  for  Athens,  puffing 
through  Laeonia,  and  the  hilly  aF>d 
|nov\')  barren  country  of  Ar.sdia,  en- 
camping one  nig})i  in  the  ur inhabited 
I'illages  of  Argos  and  Myeenxs  and 
fmdlr^g.  in  ftort,  no  remains  of  ancient 
Greece,  but  the  name;  In  feven  days 
he  arrived  at  Athene?,  from  whence  he 
took  fhippinV  for  the  ifle  o[  Serigo,  (of 
old  Cythera) where,  during  his  Itay 
at  Capfalo,  the  captain  of  that  fortrefs 
having  killed  a  priefl,  whom  he  had 
found  one  nij!ht  in  z  brothel,  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  iflrtnd  depofed  and  banifh-/ 
ed  him.  In  the  fame  boat  Lithgovv^ 
alfo  embarked,  and  failed  to  Candia, 
or  Crete.  Through  this  whole  ifl^nd 
he  travelled  twice,  which  no  traveller 
is  Chriilcndon;  had  done  before.  Oa. 
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Set^in>t  ^^'^  Canea,  being  uihrmeS. 
of  the  danger  of  robbers,  he  pat  his 
monef  in  exchange,  and  had  fcarce 
got  twelve  ntiles,  when  he,  was  befet 
by. three  Greeks  and  an  Italian,  who 
beat  him  croeily,  robb;^d  hiii]  of  all  his 
CjOthes,  nnd  llripped  inni  naked, sdding 
ri-:any  threats;  tiii,  tt  length,  thelraliaa 
perceiving  hie  was  a  Granger, and  could 
not  fpeak  ilvc  Cretan  tongue,  ^iked  him 
in  his '^^vvn  lav^guaj.}:e, where;  was  his  ' 
money  ?  Be  replied,  he  had  onlr  8-a 
l?\Zi7i:^.nos^  which  fcarce  amounted  to 
e^/htpenc^^  Enghfii.  Not  crediting  thefe 
words,'  the  robbers  fearched  all  hisr- 
clothes  3nd  budget,  bot  found  nothing 
except  his  linen,  ^nd  reconimendatorjr 
letters  from  feveral  princes,  p.^rticu- 
l:ir!y  the  Doge  of  Venice,  whofe  fub- 
j  d>  they  were :  This  moved  the  Italian 
to  conipallion,  and  he  earnelljy  intreat^ 
ed  the  others  to  fave  our  traveller's  life. 
At  length,  they  reJtojed  to  him  his  piU 
grim's  clothes  and  letters,  but  kept  his 
/blue  gown  and  6jz:2ncnios\  mvii^  'a^  a 
pa{rp:)rt,  gave  him  a  [lamped  piece  of 
clay,  to  Uiew  to  any  of  their  compnn« 
ions, 'if  he  met  them,  the  band  confiil- 
ing  of  twenty.  Travelling  that  day 
thirty-ieven  miles,  he  reached  at  night 
the  miferahle  village  of  Pickehorno^ 
where  he  could  find  neith<^r  mest./drink^ 


io<!ging,  mr  zny  refrefhnictit.  Ti^b 
Gandiots,  a  birbarous  people,  throng- 
ing round  hvm.  feemed  imazed  }iis 
wanting  both  cDmpaay  and  tbei^ 
gutge :  A  Gompaffibnate  female  hayipg 
privately  made  him  figns  that  his  death 
was  concerted,  he  {iolt  jiway  from  them 
in  the  night,  and  lay  till  niprning  in 
a  cave  by  the  feti-fide,  hungry  ap^ 
tliirfly,  and  his  heart  fainting  in  hirn*:  -| 
At  fun-rifing,  he  quitted  his  lurking- 
place,  and  about  noon  reached  Canea»' 
the  fecond  city  of  ,  Crete,  anciently 
Gydon.    While  he  was  there,  fix  gai- 
lies  arrived  from'  Venice,  in  one  of 
which  was  a  youTig  French  gentleman,^ 
a  proteftant,  born  in  Languedcc,  who 
had  been  condemned  by  the  fenatc  to 
the  gallies  lor  life,  for  being  teccfTary 
to  the  death  of  a  young  noble  Veneiiar, 
-  in  a  quarrel  concerning  a  courtezan. 
Having  leave  from  hr^  captain  to  coroe 
on  Ihore    Ith  a  keeper,  wearing  an  iron 
bolt  on  his  leg,  our  author  commenced 
3n  acquaintance  with  him,  and  greatly 
compufiionating  his  misfortune,  (being 
at  Venice  when  the  accident  happened), 
contrived  his  efcape  at  the  hazard  of  his 
own  life,  by  means  of  an  old  Greek 
ivoniin,  his  laundrefs,  who  Tent  him-  an 
old  ^ipwn  and  a  bbick  veil  for  a  difgufe. 
Accordingly,  Lithgow  invited  the  keep- 
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er  to  the  tavern,  where,  v/ith  deep 
draughts  of  Leitic,  he  intoxicated  this 
Argus,  and  left  him  ep.  Th^a  dif. 
Iburdening  his  freud  of  his  irons,  he 
clothed  him  in  a  fernale  habit,  and  fent 
%\m  out  ot  the  town,  eondufted  by  the 
Greek  woman,  and,  when  palVthe  guard 
and  gate,  our  travtller  followed  him 
ivith  his  clothes,  and,  interchanging 
ihem,  dircfled  him  over  the  mountains 
to  a  Greek  convent,  where  he  might 
be  enlert&ined  till  the  Mtltefe  galiies 
or  men  of  war  (hould  touch  there,  oh 
their  way  to  the  Levatit. 

In  his  i^^ay  back,  our  author  was  met 
bv  two  foldiers  of  his  nation,  Smith  and 
Hargrave,  who  were  coming  to  jnfori>. 
him,  that  the  oncers  of  the  galiies,  and 
feveral  foldiers,  were  fe^rching  the  city 
and  th«;  fields  for  him,  AdviCng  with 
them  how  to  reach  the  Julian  nionallery^ 
St.  Salvador,  where  he  iod^;'ed,  they 
condiifted  him  in  at  the  eallcrn  (the 
leall  frequented)  gate  of  the  city,  where 
three  otiicrEngrdhnien  (of  thegarrifon) 
were  that  day  '  >n  guard,  aad  with  theni 
happened  to  be  eight  French  foldiersf^ 
their  fri'- ?ids,  who  alfo  agreed  to  efcort 
hi'^i.  Near  his  lodgings,  four  cfTiccrs 
and  five  galley  foldiers  ran  tofeize  him, 
vvhen  the  EngUlli  and  Frerxh,  drawing 
tJhcir  fwords,  defperately  wounded  two 
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of  che.oiFicers,  Mean  time, a  reir/force- 
nient  coming  from  the  gallies,  Smith, 
leaving  the  veil  engaged,  ran  with 
LithgQw  to  the  rnonalltry.  At  length, 
the  ofEcers  of  the  garrif^u  relieved 
their  own  f-ldiers,  ai:d  drove  b-xck  the 
others  to  the  gallies.  Soon  after,  the 
general  of  the  gallies  came  to  the  mon* 
aftery,  and  examining  our  traveller  con- 
cerning the  f'jgitive,  be  msde  fuch  a 
defence  that  nothing  could  be  proved 
againfl  him.  Neverthelefs,  he  chofe 
to  renr^in  in  f&feguard  in  the  cloiikr 
till  the  gallies  were  gone.  Being  dif- 
ap'pointed  of  a  paflige  to  -the  Archipe- 
lago, Lithgow  refolvtd  to  vifit  tke  city 
of  Gandia;  and  in  his  way  palT-d  by  the. 
famous  haven, and  through  thepleafanc 
valley  ofSuda^by  the  ciiy of  Rcihimos^ 
the  labyrinih  of  Daedalus,  asid  mount 
Ida;  near  which,  he  difproved  the  af^ 
icrtion -of  there  being  no  venomous 
creature  in  Crete,  by  killing  two  fer- 
pents  and  a  viper.  B-^ing  dilappoint- 
ed  ^^t  Cand'a,  he  w^s  forced  to  re:arri 
toCtnea  the-famt;  way  he  v/ent,  where, 
foon  fifcer,  an  Engliih  renegado,  nained 
V/ilfon,  arrived  from  Tunis, in  his  u'ay 
to  Rhodes;  and,  after  fome  conveifa- 
tion  with  his  countrymen,  (the  Engiilk 
foldiers),  heating  that  Lithgovv  w:^s  a 
Scotsm^n^  he  fpoke  as  follows:  My 
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elder  brotVier,  the  maftfr  of  a  fhlp,  was 
killed  at  Burntifland  in  Scotknd,  by 
one  Keere ;  and  though  he  v/as  behead- 
ed, I  have  long  fince  fworn  to  b  re- 
venged on  the  firft  Scotfman  1  fhould 
fee  or  meet,  and  therefore  I  am  deter- 
mined to  llab  this  man  to-night  as  he 
goes  home  to  his  lodging;'*  definng 
their  aiTiilance,  which  two  of  them  pro- 
rnifed.  but  the  other  three  refufed,  metin- 
tlme,  Smith  found  him  at  fupper  in  a 
'fatler's  houfe;  uh/ere,  acquainting  hini 
^ith  this  confpiracy,  be  was  efGort-* 
ed  to  his  Icdglcg  by  Smith  and  thre  t 
I-alian  folciiers^  paffi  ig  by  the  ruffian 
aid  his  confederates,  who,  feeing  his 
treachery  difcovered,  made  his  efcapc* 
Smith  having  thus  mofl  eminently 
ferved  him  twice,  fidl  in  freeing  him 
frq^fn  the  danger  of  gal  e; -flavery,  and 
now  in  faving  his  life,  Lithgow  refolved 
to  retarn  the  obligation,  by  difc:  urging 
his  debt  to  the  captain,  v^hich  ivas  only 
forty-eight  Ih'dlings  Sterhrg,  and  there- 
by procuring  him  his  liberty,  after  hav- 
ing ferved  three  ci?ptain<  fifteen  years. 
This  our  traveller  h.»ppiiy  acconiplifh- 
ed,  and  embarktd  inm  for  Vtnice, 
I.iti^gow  fbid  in  C-uiea  near  a  months 
befort  he  could  proci'-re  a  pjflTagc  for 
the  Archipelago,  and  at:  Irift  left  the 
monallery  (he  fays)  with  rt-gret,  as  the 
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hvLT  friars,  his  hofts^gave  him  frequent 
itand  Urge  draughts  of  malmfey,  tnou^h 
^ften  againft  his  will.  Every  nig  it, 
too,  they  iorced  him  to  dance  with 
4h(cni;  but  their  niufic  was  drui  k^n- 
aefs,ind  thcfe  beaiily  fwine  were  every 
liight  fo  drenched,  that  they  had  not 
.power  to  go  to  their  beds, , but  where 
,they  fell,  they  lay  till  next  rriorning. 
In  fliort,  during  th^  twenty  days  of  bis 
being  there,  he  never  faw  any  one  cf 
them  truly  fober. 

la  this  ifland,  he  travelled  on  foot 
about  400  miles,  and,  after  a  flay  of 
fifty. eight  days,  he  embarked  in  a  fi th- 
ing-boat for  Milo,  one  of  the  Gyclades^ 
•diftiint  100  miles. 

From  Milo  our  traveller  proceeded 
to  Zephano,  another  linall  tflxm,  frc:5i 
whence  Lucullus  firft  tranfporred  mar- 
ble to  Rome;  and  to  Angufa,  where 
be  was  wind-bound  fixteen  days,  and 
all  that  time  was  laever  in  bed,  b^c 
lodged  on  the  ilones  in  a  little  chapel, 
the  Greeks  intreating  him  not  to  enter 
their  fan6tu?iry,  becaufe  he  was  not  of 
their  religion;  however,  a5  th^  nights 
wt^re  long  and  cold,  he  was  forced  every 
night  to  creepintothemidftof  it  ;o  keep 
himfelf  warm.  From  thence  he  went 
to  IVlecano,  anciently  Delos,  the  chief 
of  the  fifty-four  Cyclades^  v/hcre  thte

iiuftom  ftill  continues  of  never  fuffering 
xntn  to  die,  or  childrc^n  to  be  born  in 
it;  hue  when  the  men  are  fi  k  and  ihe 
'ttoman  big-bellied,  tl  cy  a^e  lent  to 
Rhena,  t^o  niiks  dilUnt.  Z-ja,  Vmo, 
z  ^d  Palmofa,  once  Patnios,  where  St. 
John  wrote  his  R  vebtion,  were  the 
rextifi  nds  which  he  v  fr.ed;  snd  thence 
ifiihngilo  Nicaria,  his  vtiT    in  fight  of 
It,  was  chaced  by  twoTurkifh  galliots 
into  a  buy,  where,  leaving  the  loaded 
boar,  he  and  eight  more  fled  to  the 
rocks,  trom  whence  they  annoyed  the 
Turks  with  huge  ilones.    The  mafter 
and  two  other  old  men  were  -aken  and 
made  fi  ves,  and  rhc  boat  and  goode 
ftlzed.    In  his  way  frora  Kicaria  to 
Sto,  they  were  driven  by  a  ftorm  into 
a  creek,  betwe,en  two  t*ocks,  where  the 
Ihdre  being flieify,  and  bot^h  the  snci\ors- 
coming  home,  a  great  lake  was  niade^ 
and  (even  of  the  crew  drowned:  The 
other  elev-rn,  juil  before  the  boat  funk, 
by  haily  rowinj^r  reached  a  cave  wirhia 
the  mountain;  Lithgow  difenib?-rkecJ 
the  laft,  as  the  rell  hj»d  fworn,  if  he 
'preffed  to  efcape  before  they  were  ail 
m  r:4fety,  they  would  throw  him  into 
the  fea.    Noti^.in;^'  wrts  f?ived  bat  his 
coffer  made  of  reeds,  in  which  he  car« 
ried  his  papers  and  linen,  and  held  v'p 
always  in  his  arms.  In  this  cave,  which

was  30  paces  long,  they  abode  three 
days  vvtthoi  t  n  eat  and  drink,  til],  oa 
the  fr>urth,  the  tenipeft  ce»fing  fome 
jfiihiiig  boat^  relit ved  them  S^vfentt-ea 
ether  boats  were  caO'awjiy  cn  this  C02ft, 
and  not  a  irian  iaved.    Throiigh  this 
ifland  Lithgow  r^velied  with  a  tharik- 
ful  heart  10  Sio   the  capital,  where, 
puffing  by  an  old  caflle,  he  was  told 
that  Honifer's  fepuJchure  was  Rill  ex* 
tant  there;   snd  beirg  deftfous  to  fee 
it,  he  defcended       fixt^en  fteps  into 
a  dj«rk  cell^and  through  that  to  anothec 
fquare  room,  where  he  few  an  ancient 
tor:  b,  on  which  were  engraven  fome 
ancient  G^eek  letters,  which  he  coui-d 
j^ot  cunderftaud.    By   Miiylcne,  or 
Lefbos,  he  nt^xt  fa  led  in  a  carmoef^Io 
to  Negropcint  (of  oid  Euhciei).  and  in 
their  way  tl)ey  were  chafed  by  two 
Turkii'h  gali-ots  into  a  long  cre-k, 
IV here  the  Turks  were  deterred  frcim 
aittadling  thern,  by  bonfires  made  by 
the  Greeks  for  fix  facceeding  nighis; 
our  traveller,  as  a  firariger,  being  ex^ 
pc^fed  every  ni^^ht  to  ftand  centinel',  in 
the  midll      iroft  and  ino-^^.  on  the  top  • 
of  a  high  proniontory,  whicii,  ho'-ve^'^^, 
invited  his  iiiaie  to  beWi^il  his  toiWonie 
life,  his  folitary  ¥^;uideririg,3nd  h^s  !dng.  . 
diftarice  from  hh  native  douutry* 
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On  the  7^1),  day,  two  Venetian  gen- 
tlemen,, ^.vhf.  h^d  been  ten  years  ^aiuih- 
'ed  for  n:urder,  came  down  to  fee  them, 
vrcUi  two  le.  vants,  ail  well  armed;  &nd 
hearing  our  tr>iveller's  complaints  a- 
gi  nU  the  Grcekr.  for  detaining  his  bud- 
gee,  '^nd  forcing  him  to  endanger  hia 
life  for  their  g^)od,  ther.  foundly  drub- 
bed tiie  mailer,  and  forced  him  to  re«  / 
ftore  Lithgow's  things;  carrying  him 
within  five  miles  of  the  town  where 
they  then  refided,  kindly  enrertaiaing 
him  ten  days,  and,  at  his  departure, 
made  him  a  prefent  of  forty  gold  fe- 
qains;  the  firft  gife  he  ever  reeeived 
in  ail  his  travels. 

From  thence  he  proceeded  to  Salonicat 
in  Macedonia,  aitd  th^n  laiiing  along 
the  ThtflaMan  fhore,  faw  the  two- 
Jo.pped  hill."  Parnairas,.anda:i<tle  more 
€a(t,  a  ruinous  village  and  caille,  once 
the  city  of  Thebes.  In  three  days,  frcni 
Kaionica  he  arf^ived  at  Tenedus,  vvht re^ 
meeting  with  two  French  merchants 
of  Marfeilies  board  to  Conftaniir.ople^ 
he  and  thev  refolving  to  vitvv  'I'vov, 
hired  a  y'-'AZ^iry  tor  thtrir  .coiyduftor 
•and  gu:.^rd,  vnd  a  Greek  for  their  iii- 
terpretor.  Lindiug  there,  Uiey  fav/ 
m'*^n'/  relicts  of  old  wsalls,  iiVid  niany 
ruined  tombs,  feme  of  which  were 
pointed  out  to  thcux  as  th.c  tombs  ci 


Mf  iXor  A}  X,  Achilles,  Troi]us/&T^ 
mvi  mlfo  thofe  of  H-^cubavCreffida,  aria 
«ther  '!>(  j  n  dames.  Credat  Juf^as  ! 
They  were  fliown  alfo  the  ruins  6f 
Kiw  Pnam's  palace,  and  where  olxl 
Anchiics  dwelt.  On  a  piece  of  a  hijgrh 
w^ll,  at  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Troy, 
our  author  fo  nd  thr^e  pieces  of  ri»ftt:d 
Bioney ;  tv^'a  of  which  he  aiti^mards 
]g»ye  to  the  younger  brothers  of  thfe  i 
duke  of  Florence,  then  ftttdying  at  i 
"P  atollna;  the  third  and  fairell,  with 
atar^e  p  ^tare  on  o^cfide,he  beftov^ed^ 
at  Aix,  in  Province*  on  his  country mati 
Mr.  Str^chan,  then  mtthcmaticisin  to 
the  Duke  of  Guife,  who  had  prtfented 
it  to  his  Lord. 

Where  the  pride  of  Phryjrta  floods 
(fays  our  author), it  is  a  moild^lefl  ble 
plane,  abounding  now] in  corns,  fruiies? 
^nd  delicate  wines,  and  may  be  catled 
the  garden  of  NatoUa;  yet  not  popvi- 
lous,  for  there  are  but  only  five  feat- 
tered  villa^Tes  in  all  ihe  bounds :  The 
lenjjth  of  Troy  feath  been,  as  nuty  be 
difcerned  by  the  fundaniers.* !  walls  yet 
extant,  about  twenty  Itxiian  miles; 
lyiiiR  along  the  A  a-fide,  between  the 
three  papers  of  Idii,  and  the  furthofx 
end  enfhvard  of  the  river  Simois ;  whofc 
breadth  nil  the  waj  hath  not  oai-ftripM, 
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the  fields  above  two  miles*^^  This  we 
give  as  a  fpecimen  of  his  fllle. 

On  difchargirig  their  covenant  li^itU 
the  janizary,  who  was  not  contented 
Vr'ith  the  former  condition,  the  French- 
man ,objc^\ing  to  p^y  the  fame  that 
Lithgo>  did.  ihe  Turk  belaboured  them 
bo'h  with  a  cutigjel  till  the  blopd  fprang 
from  their  heads^  and  compelled  them 
to  double  ln&  wages*  Such  is  the  ex- 
tort on  vf  thole  rafcals,  ivho  regard 
Chr  ftians  no  rt)ore  th^n  dogs;  and  it 
is  always  bed  for  a  tra\'cller  lo  Gontent 
them  at  firft,  or  he  W'll  be  forced  with 
blows,  to  pay  twice  as  much.  At  Sellos 
ar.d  tlb}  dos,  fo  famed  for  the  lovjss  of 
Kero  and  Leander,  hut  now  called  the 
ca!li<:s  ol  Galiippli  (at  prefent  the  Dar-^ 
d  neiles,)  they  strriytd  in  a  fm^*!!  fri- 
gate, whtr$,  two  da}s  after,  eighty 
Chriftians,  Daves,  having  murdered 
their  capt^iin,  and  the  ether  Turks, 
and  run  away  with  the  galley,  psfled 
the  (Ir-ig'^ts  at  midnight,  with  litt'e 
hurt,  though  the  cannon  thundered  in- 
ctffartly  lor  two  hours;  and  at  laft 
arrived  in  the  road  to  Z-nte.  Another 
jjalley  attempting  the  Livne  the  year 
(Qllovving;'  the  poor  flavcs,  in  piifling, 
were  fp  wounded  and  galled  with  the 
great:  Ihot,  and  the  gaUev  readv  to  fink, 
that  they  were  forced  to  run  on  fhote; 


wherCj-bemg  apprehended,  tkey  \vete| 
niiferably  put  TO  death.  ll 
Leavltig  the  FreuahnieDT/lth  a  Greek'^ 
barber,  Lithgovv  embarked  in  a  Turk- 
iih  frigate  ibr  Coyiibntifiople,     a  little 
woridy  (^vhich  he  deicribes  as'\'ieIcUr)g 
at  a  diilance)  fuch  an  outward  fplein-  i 
dour  to  the  amazed  beholder,  of  goodly 
churches,  fl^tely  rowers,  gallant  fleep-  j 
les,  &c.  that  the  World  cannot  equal  it.''  ! 
At  hit  landing,  however,  he  '\  h^d  a -I 
hard  welcome  ^'Mbr  on  leaving  the  boat,  \ 
'  the  nnsifler  faying,  AdioGhriRiano,  fGur 
French  regenadoes  (landing  on  the  quay  .  ■ 
and  hearing  theie  words,  fell  delperat-  | 
ely  upon  him,  blafoheniing  tl^e  name  I 
of  Jefos,  and  throwing  him  do'*vn,  beat 
him  cruelly,  io  lh^^t.  had  not  his  friend- 
ly Turks  leaped  out  of  their  boat  snd 
relie^^'ed  bini,  ihev  \rould  doubtlefs  have 
murdered  hi  nv.  Tiie  other  infidels  Rand- 
ing  by,  faid  to  }nrn,      Behold  v/hst  a 
Siviour  thou  hsfl.,  when  thofe  that  were 
Chriftians,  now  turned  Mahometans, 
cannot  sb'de  nor  regard  the  name  of 
thy  God!"'    Entering    into  a  Greek 
lodging,   he  was  much  eafed  of  his 
blows,  bv  their  anointing  him  with 
divers  oils,  and  kindly  received  ^nd 
refrefned  gratis,  becaiife  he  had  fnfier- 
eci  fo  ninch  for  Chrifl's  fake.  Next 
day  he  went  to  pay  his  duty  to  Sir 
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Thomas  Glover,  the  Englifli  ambaffa^ 
dor,  who  courteouilf  entertained  hmi 

three  months  . in  his  houfe. 

j  A  more  complete  gentleiTis;n,  (he 

fays),  he  n.v;  r  met  v«-ith,  nor  one  ia^ 
whom  true  worth  did  more  ilhiurate 
virtue.'^  H;s  mo<  her  was  aPoLflvlady, 
who  coming  {roiv  Danizick  to  London, 
was  deiivered  of  him  at  fe^.  After- 
wards he  was  brought  up  at  Conitan- 

,  lii  ople,  and  fpoke  and  wrote  the  Scla- 
vonian  tongi^e  perfeftly;  and  thtnce 
retnrring  to  London,  he  was  the  firfl 
smbniT  dor  fent  there  l>y  k^ig  James  L 
a^ter  his  coming  to  the  crown  of  Eng- 
land. The  di^ke  of  Moldavia,  relngdc-, 
prived  of  his  principi-llties  by  Achmtt, 

'  wzs  received  and  chargeably  m/^int^in- 
ed  by  Sir  'I'bomss..  in  his  hoijle,  for 
two  vears;  b-t  his  enib^.irv  being  (ex- 
pired,&  Sir  P  ar  Pindar  being  exptcled 
in  nis  place. this  prince  liole'avvay  from 
*  h\m,  turned  Tnrk,and  was  circumcised, 
receiving  only,  for  Jiis  rinktrdom,  a  pa].. 
ace,  and  a  yearly  perdion  of  12,000 
gold  feqiiins  for  lite.  He  o'.ved  the 
ambaiTador  about  1 5  coo.  half  of  which, 
in  half.a  year,  he  recovered,  the  other 
half  he  was  forced  to  forego. 

Tl:e  winter  being  expired,  Lithgow 
failed  in  an  Enejiih  fhip  to  Smyrna, 
and  thence  to  Rhodes,  where  he  faw 
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ihe  remtins  of  the  GoHossais.  and  t®^ 
Ltniisjso,  in  Cyprus,  from  wheriCe  lie 
went  with  an  interpreter  to  visirNic 
the  ciipiUl;  and,  on  his  return, 
nieetiag  four  Turks,  they  would  hav.e 
Jiis  fnule  to  ride  upon,  which  his  inter- 
prefer  refiifmg,  they  pulled  him  oiF  i:s 
^»ck,  b::at  him  pitifully,  ?ind  left  him 
almoll  dead    His  companion  fied  and 
efcaped  ;  and  had  not  lome  Greeks  ac- 
cideritslly  Gonie  by  and  reliev.ed  him, 
he  raail  have  perilled    He  failed  from 
thence  to  Tripoli,  in  Syria,  ard  ivhilc  ■ 
he  waited  there  for  a  caravan  to  Aleppo, 
being  Jiiindful  to  vifit  Babylon,  he  a- 
greed  with  three  Venetian  merchsnts 
lo  Gfo  a  day's  journey  to  fee  the  cedars 
of  Lihanus.   Afcendinsr  the  niountain, 
their  guide  milUkinff  their  way  aniidfl; 
an  intricate  path  of  the  rocks,  two  of , 
their  asses  fell  over  a  bark,  and  brok^ 
their  n^ck^;  and  had  they  not  met,  by 
chance,  with  a  Chfiftian  Armaronite, 
they  muft  have  been  Ipft  among  the 
rocks,  he^ps  of  fnow,  and  violent  tor-^ 
rents.    At  the  pl«ce  where  the  cedars 
j^row,  they  faw  but  twenty-four  in  all; 
2nd  nine  miles  westward,  there  are 
feventecn  more-   He  was  there  shewn 
the  tomb  of  Joftiua,  ail  of  one  stone, 
feventecn  feet  lonpr,  and  was  kindly 
entertained  by  theBifnop,  or  Patriarch; 
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a;  Eden,  and  tha  Amironltes,  or  Na^^ 
aritanSv  Of  the  other  Villages. 

Returning  to  TripoU,  h€;  frt  out  xvitk 
a  caraVrin  of,  Turks  for  Aieppo,  buC: 
before  his  arrival  there,  the  caravaa 
for  Babylon,  to  his  great  grief,  wag 
departed :  But,,  being  lold  that  it  llaid 
^t  Bet:rfhacke  on  Euphrates,  on  iac- 
CPU n{  of  fo^Tic  Arabs  w ho  way-laid 
theni  in  the  dtfarts,  he  hired  a  jdniz- 
>  sry  and  :hree  fokiiiTS  to  overfake  ihcni^ 
^  Brut  though  they  h^d  fluid,  they  were 
go^«e  tnree  days  before  he  got  there* 
Bijcrfhscke  is  by  fonie  fuppoied  to  be 
Padsnaratn.  To  Aiepp^,  therefore,  he 
Wi{.s  forced  to  re: o rn.  W hile/  he  was 
there,  I'ae  B:«{haw,  having  the  year 
before  revohtd  agaiait  the  grand  Sig- 
p/ior,  he  frnt  him  chinn>:  and  yin  Z" 
ries  m  an  enib;  ;!^  prQfFering,  thxit  jf 
be  would  acknowledge,  his  rebellioa^ 
?5nd  for  that  tresfon  {end  Achnict  his 
held,  his  eldefl Ton  fliould  inherit  his 
ipQsse*?/ions  and  Br^fl)av»  ftiip ;  other* 
wife  the  Sultan  would  covne  in  perfon^ 
and  utterly  eraz  him  ??-  d  all  his  from 
th-  face  of  ihe  t-arthi.  Tue  messenj?,crS:. 
Uitt  the  B  lhaw  on  hor  eb  jck,  accora* 
panied  b  rns  two  fons  and, 600  horfe- 
jnen.  licaring  ihishedifmoujned;  con- 
fulting  with  \vs>  fons  > rid  friends,  he  and 
they  concludird,  ihjt  it  was  bell  for  him, 
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bcina:  old  man.  to  die  to  Fave  his 
race  from  deftniGion,  and  preferve  his 
Ion  in  his  authority  and  inheritance. 
This  done,  he  went  to  prayer;  and 
taking  leave  of  thern  all,  and  fitting 
dciwn  on  his  knees,  the  chiaux  firack 
off  his  head^  and  pat  it  intb  a  box  to 
c-rry  to  Conilantinople*  The  corpfe 
\v>zs  honourjibly  buried  at  Aleppo,  of 
whicli  Liihgow  was  sn  eye-witnefs. 
♦  A-nd  imrriedistely  the  chiaux  by  pro- 
cltmation,  fully  in  veiled  the  fon  in  his 
father's  landfr.  officeG.  &c, 

Being  difappointed  ^oing  with  the 
caravan  to  Babylon  in  the  autunin,  as 
has  been  already  related,  our  tr^^vellcr 
returned  to  Aleppo,  where  he  (laid  till 
the  fprin;r,  wh^?n  he  joined  a  caravan 
of  Armenians  and  Turks,  v/eM  guard- 
ed, bound  to  Jerufalem,  hiring;  a  mule 
ff'un  a  Turk  to  carry  his  viftuals. 
Their  number  vvas  about  600  Armen- 
ians, Chriflim  pilgrirns,  men  and  vvo- 
Kien,  600  Turks  trafficking  for  their 
ovv-n  bi'finefs,  loo  foldiers,  three  chia- 
ufes,  and  fix  janizaries.  'I'he  confu-' 
fion  of  this  multitude  he  riefcribes  as 
moil  grievous,  on  account  of  the  ex- 
trertie  heat  and  fcarcity  of  wnt-r,  and 
jiarrpw  l^onv  passig^  s^  in  which  they 
often  fell  one  over  another  m  great 
heaps,  STid  the  ChrifiiariS  were  often 
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well  beaten  by  the  condaftrng  Turks^* 
I'iie  owner  of  his  mule  was  i  t  three 
days  very  favourable  to  him,  in  ordcf 
^  have  a  lliare  (he  found)  of  hiS.tobaC- 
cx),  of  5^hich  he  then  freely  g^it'e  him  a 
pound,  which  he  nlvita  'S  carried  with 
him,  to  procure  the  "good-wiil  of  the 
Tuvks.  At  his  walking,  which  he. often 
d:d  -At  dismoiintirig,  to  (Iretch  his  le^Sj 
that  ??;ere  ftuTcned  bv  a  {lu;T;b:ing  beaftf 
tney  hoghed  and  mocked  hinn,  it  being 
their  cailom,  ?it^iightlng.  to  fit  dowa 
^^^urriedittely,  and  fold  their  feet  under 
them  Oa  the  ninth  d.^y  they  arrived 
at  D^miafcus,  and  were  lodg'ed  tnree 
d^i^s  there  in  a  great  &b(7?i^  at  the  grand 
SijcTnior's  exp:^nce;  a  pr^Uege  allowed 
to  all  llrangcrs  who  come  wiih  a  c^ir- 

'  On  Palm  Sunday,  in  the  morning, 
l6r2,  ihe  c:ir::4van  entered  J-riif.Iem, 
tind  at  tiTe  ga;e  they  u-erc  a!!  fearchcd 
for  arms  and  arom.uniuon.  The  Ar« 
pi-nLins  were  cbli^  d  to  deliver  up 
i!:,^.ir  v/eapons,  aiid  L'^hgow's  name 
W^s  writieu  in  ihe  clerk's  book,  chnt 
Ws  tribute  f  r  tht^  g'^te,  and  for  feeing

matnfv  of  the  houfe  in  which  Peter  fell 
into  a  tr  jnce,  and  law  heaven  opened^ 
he  embarked  in  a  fm^ll  Vcfiel  for  Altx- 
sndria.   H :  arr  v-d  there  in  Safety,  afid 
foon  after  failed  for  his  native  country*
